Last night Johnson applied to Dr. Walk- 
er, physician to the prison, for some draught 
that would exhilarate him, and render him 
brave, fearless, and totally insensible to dan- 
ger, which request we need not say was de- 
clined. 

From all that we have seen and been able 
to ascertain, Jolinson was perfectly steeled 
against qvery feeling of penitence or con- 
trition to the last. [He was a very ignorant, 
and we should think, rather a stupid man.
